Health Officer Claims Worms
Aren't as Bad as You'd Believe ¢

In Los Angeles County, fish
are inspected for freshness
and wholesomeness by repre-
sentatives of the various
health agencies. Inasmuch as
detection of the worms would
require considerable destruc.
tion of fish tissue and render
the product unsalable, such an
examination is thought to be
impractical.
These worms are tiny and
almost colorless. They bury
themselves in the muscles of
the fish and generally go un.
discovered until such time as
slices of the fish are heated to
the point where the worms are
driven to the outside of the
meat. This fact, to their great
annoyance, a number of Los
Angeles housewives have dis
covered for themselves.

The fish tapeworm is the
only worm that may be ac-
quired by man through the
eating of fish. Generally,
larger fish are the source of
this infection, although crusta-
ceans (lobster, crabs, shrimp)
and smaller fish may contain
the worm larva. Fortunately,
fish and crustaceans so in-
fected do not inhabit the ocean
waters of this area. The tape-
worm infection is prevalent in
fish of the Baltic Sea and near-
by waters, however, and some
have also been found in other
waters of the world, including
the Great Lakes.

el fee
Nearly 10 years ago, the
occurrence of tapeworm was
reported among some Jewish
housewives in New York City.
Food inspectors traced the
source of infection and found
that it was acquired during the
preparation of gefullte fish
which the women were accus-
tomed to taste raw during the
process of seasoning. Further
investigation disclosed that
the fish (carp) came from the
Great Lakes. About the same
time, a report from Finland
disclosed that 10 to 15 per cent
of the raw-fish-eating Finnish
people were infected with the
fish tapeworm.
To be on the safe side,
health authorities generally ad-
vise the thorough cooking or
processing of all fish that is
eaten. It is pointed out, how-
ever, that worm-infested fish
from a local catch would not
cause any illness or worm in-
festation in people even if eat-
en raw.
Medical authorities state
that in nutritive properties
there is little difference be-
tween the protein value of the
muscle of fish and that of
meat, In other words, accord-
ing to this, fish is meat al-
though it is not ordinarily so
regarded. In addition, fish are
excellent sources of vitamins
A and D and supply various
mineral elements as well.
Moreover, they are most palat-
able and make a welcome
change in the diet.
